' Realtors Protest Decisions As Long and Stormy 
Meeting Indicates Need for Changes 

Faced with emphatic demands for clorificaUon of poUcy on 
subdivision, and property set-backs, and utterly unable to agree 
among themselves, the seven voting members of the Sierra Madre 
Planning Co mmi ssion hove decided to turn the problem over to 
o Joint committee representaUve of the Commission, the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, and loeol 
reel estate interests. 

The move was proposed by 
Commission Member Baird 
Bigelow after the planning 
group ha*d disagreed time after 
time on the merits of various 
cases before it. An often slen¬ 
der majority led by Webster 
Vannier has emphasized main¬ 
taining the status quo and 
keeping the neighbors happy, 
while Mrs. Robert Wright bat¬ 
tled for modern architecture 
and its credo of leaving spqce 
in back for living instead of in 
front for looking. 

The issue came to a head 
last Thursday night, at the 
Commission's monthly meeting. 

Mrs. Wright insisted repeated¬ 
ly that the majority rulings 
were old-fashioned. Deep set¬ 
backs, she said, create useless 
front lawns that consume pre¬ 
cious water, waste expensive 
land, provide unsafe ploy 
areas for children. "I don't see 
forcing people to build on the 
bock of their lot Just because 
they did it 40 years ago," re¬ 
iterated Mrs. Wright. 

Retorted Vannier: “Mrs. 

Wright is trying to chonge the 
whole town." 

Robert Wright, husband of 
the Commission member, was 
asked for his opinion of Sierra 
Madre’s six-month.old subdi¬ 
vision ordinance. He responded 
vigorously. Describing Sierra 
Madre as a “hodge-podge,” he 
said that at the time he helped 
draft zoning laws here in 1936, 
twenty-five feet was considered 
a reasonable set-back.

(w *fill) it a horse-and-buggy town. Now while the phrase 
yhorse-and-buggy" puts the issue in extrema terms, there is an 
issue that is sharply drawn and which deeply concerns every¬ 
body who expects to go on living here: what kind of a town 
do we have? What kind of a town do we want? 

Is Sierra Madre a "hodge-podge", as one of its long-time resi¬ 
dents called it? Or has it a certain individuality and character? 
To whatever extent such individuality can be recognized, is it 
such that we want to cherish it, or should we remold it nearer 
to our heart's desire? 

Let's put it more bluntly. Suppose a house is about to be built 
in your block. Do you have convictions as to how big the house 
should be; how much ground there should be around it; where 
it should be placed on the lot; what type of architecture should 
be favored? Do you feel such matters should be determined by 
the city and the neighbors, or left within certain obvious limits 
—to the judgment of the individual who is to inhabit the house? 
Yes of course! The Planning Commission has been set up to 
make these decisions for us. And it HAS been making a lot 
of them, as you can see from neighboring news columns. Some 
people think the Commission has been making too many deci¬ 
sions, and not all of them the right way. They say you can't 
even breathe any more without applying for a variance, and 
if one of your neighbors objects to your methods of respiration, 
you're out of luck. You'll just have to obtain your oxygen some 
other way.

200-year-old-Recipe 
For Summer Use 

The early colonists at Wil¬ 
liamsburg, Virginia, knew the 
secret of using tea as the back¬ 
bone of a delicious and inex¬ 
pensive summer party punch. 
This is witnessed by the follow¬ 
ing recipe which traces its ori¬ 
gin back to colonial times: 
Williamsburg Summer Cooler 
2 quarts strong tea 
2 cups lemon juice (straine<l) 

2 cups orange juice , 
(strained) 

2 cups sugar 

ll/j quarts cranberry juice 
(or grope juice) 

2 quarts water 
1 quart ginger ale 
Mix tea, fruit juices, woter 
and sugar and chill. Just be¬ 
fore serving, add ginger ale 
and pour over large piece of 
ice in punch bowl (makes 
about two gallons). 

You can also make iced tea 
by the cooling pitcherful—and 
achieve the self-same perfect 
results. Here’s how: 

To make eight servings in a 
pitcher: 

1. Put eight teaspoonsful of 
tea, or eight tea bags, into a 
teapot, and pour on one pint 
(two glasses) of fresh boiling 
water. 

2. Allow to stand for five 
minutes, stir, and strain into a 
serving pitcher. 

3. Dilute with two pints (four 
full glasses) of cold tap water 
and let stand at room tempera¬ 
ture until ready to serve. 

4. Fill glasses with ice, and 
pour tea from pitcher over the 
ice.

self-interest though some of if nnay be. The majority of the 
members often seem to base their votes on the thesis that the 
neighbor is always right. And while a reasonable responsive¬ 
ness to complaints is certainly part of the Commission's job, it 
is primarily an investigative and judicial body and not a 
bludgeon with which to flog individualists back into the herd. The 
rights of old residents are as important as the rights of the 
new. But not one bit MORE important. 

The Commission, we feel, is too prone to accept the general 
charge that somebody's plans will "injure the neighborhood" or 
"depreciate property." Complainants have not been sufficiently 
obliged to give chapter and verse. Let's dig under the phrases 
for the facts. Some people object to anything they didn't think 
of themselves. 

There are other complaints against the Commission, some 
voiced by the members themselves. But it is time to say that 
were they speaking with the voices of angels, and had the 
wisdom of the serpent, our city planners would still flounder so 
long as they completely disagree as to what they want to plan. 
While it is possible for a blacksmith and a mechanic to co¬ 
operate, they won't get far when one sees a horse in the same 
spot the other sees a car. 

It is easy to poini out this disagreement, and the harm it is 
doing. The Commission itself has finally faced up to the situa¬ 
tion under the prods of real estate brokers who demand a 
clear intelligible policy. A member of the Commission is to meet 
with Chamber of Commerce and real estate representatives to 
chart the course. It is no reflection on the men involved in this 
committee to suggest they are biting off more than they can 
chew. By themselves, that is. It takes more than three or four 
individuals to say what a town is, or what a town should be. 
Only by taking many points of view and striking some sort of 
average from them can they hope to put together a reasonably 
clear picture. At best, it will only be a workable outline. It's 
that kind of problem. 

Here's the theme of this sermon, then. These officials we've 
been hurling pop-bottles at represent US. YOU, that is. They 
have decisions to make that will affect you and they can't 
make them intelligently unless they know how a lot of you feel 
about the place you live in. Do you prefer the horse and bug¬ 
gy, jet propulsion, or something in between?

vision of land on the north 
side of Manzanita. They want¬ 
ed to keep the dead-end and 
feared that lots in the subdi¬ 
vision would be too small and 
“decrease the value of our 
property.” Charles E. Louk, 
realtor, was the petitioner. The 
Commission was unanimous in 
telling him to go ahead with 
the extension of Manzanita, but 
recommended that all interest¬ 
ed property owTiers get together 
on future policy toward .size of 
lots on the street. Protesting 
property owners were R. A. 
Martin, W. W. Gildersleeve, Dr. 
Harry E. Morley, and Walter 
Brown. 

Approved was a tentative 
map showing a propo.sed sec¬ 
ondary business area to be es¬ 
tablished by cutting a street 
through the block bounded by 
Sierra Madre Blvd., Baldwin, 
Esperanza, and Hermosa Ave. 
The plan was presented by A1 
S. Myers, former Sierra Madre 
City Manager. 

The Commission promised to 
consider the problem of Mrs. 
Lillian Smith, who wants to 
subdivide about on acre in 
Cypress Court, in the upper 
Canyon area but is prevented 
from doing so because all the 
streets bordering on her prop¬ 
erty are private and so not eli¬ 
gible for city services. It is 
hoped that the property own¬ 
ers Involved may be able to 
put the streets in sufficiently 
good condition so that at least 
the principal ones can be dedi¬ 
cated to the city. 

L. B. J o y II e i, 635 Canyon 
Crest, discussed with the Com¬ 
mission his plans for putting a 
duplex on two small lots at 
Skyland and Orange Drive, in 
an R-1 zone. Mr. Joyner owns 
in all eight lots in that area, 
and Indicated he might want to 
pair them and build additional 
duplexes. He was told to make 
formal application to the Com¬ 
mission for a zoning variance. 

Another lot owner with set¬ 
back troubles was Fred LaLone 
Jr., who wants to build a house 
for his family on West Grand¬ 
view Ave., just east of Toyon 
Dr. The trouble here arose from 
the fact that the LaLone prop¬ 
erty (60 feet wide, 162 feet 
deep) is half of a large lot. 
The other half fronts on a pri¬ 
vate road, and, according to 
a petition signed by eight 
neighboring property owners, 
deed restrictions require houses 
built on this road to be set 
back at least 35 feet. Under 
these conditions the petitioners 
asserted, only thirty-five feet 
would remain on which to 
place a house and such a house 
would, they feared, not be in 
keeping with the neighborhood. 

John Willott, 153 W. Grand¬ 
view, presented the petition. In 
the long and involved discuss¬ 
ion that followed, things sound¬ 
ed rather bad for both LaLone 
and for Robert C. Merman, who 
sold him the lot. The concen¬ 
sus of the Commission seemed 
to be that the sale violated 
Sierra Madre’s subdivision or¬ 
dinance, and City Attorney 
Thomas A. Reynolds advised 
that if this was the case the 
city could either take criminal 
action or simply refuse LaLone 
a building permit. 

Mrs. Osgood broke in at this 
point to ask; "Is Mr. LaLone 
the violator, or the victim?" 
Mr. Reynolds answered her in¬ 
directly by saying the law 
held only the seller liable to 
penalty and that while he was 
"sure the seller violated the 
low" he doubted a conviction 
could be obtained "under the 
cireumstonoes." 

Apparently what he meant 
by “circumstances” was the 
fact that the Planning Commis¬ 
sion had not taken action at 
the time the sale was made. 
Eventually a resolution was 
passed accepting the “fait ac¬ 
compli” provided both the La¬ 
Lone house and any house 
built on the other half of the 
lot be set back thirty-five feet. 
Mrs. Wright, presumably ob¬ 
jecting to the set-back proviso, 
dissented. 

The basic split which admit¬ 
tedly divides the Commission, 
sometimes to the point of 
chaos, became most evident 
when R. C. Gilbert, a young 
man with property to subdi¬ 
vide on lower Sturtevant Dr., 
sought clarification of his 
status. Gilbert had appeared 
at last month’s meeting along 
with his uncle and next-door 
neighbor, A. L. Suman. Suman 
had subdivision plans very 
.similar to those of his nephew, 
but when the latter was given 
a flat “no” by the Commission, 
Suman stalked angrily out of 
the hall without formally pre¬ 
senting his petition. 

Gilbert, on his reappearance 
last week, said he understood 
that because two members had 
“passed” the vote on the

npHERE are certain books, known 
^ as the Apocrypha, that were 
included in the “Authorized Ver¬ 
sion” of the Bible, the version that 
.is most commonly used today, 
translated and issued in 1611 un¬ 
der the authority of King James 
1 of England. 

They have been omitted from 
the Old Testament u most of us 
jknow it But they can still be 
'found in many pulpit Bibles and 
jin many of the large "family Bi- 
; hies” that used to stand upon 
Iparlor tables. 

To describe the Apocryphal 
books, or to discuss the issues con¬ 
cerning them, would be impossible 
here. But their chief and deep in- 
jterest is in what they tell of the 
jhistory and religious life of Israel 
Iduring a great part of the 400 
'years between the periods of the 
I Old Testament and the New. 

' It was a time of tragic happen¬ 
ings, bitter and ruthless strug- 
Igles for mastery among those as¬ 
piring to rule, murders and assas¬ 
sinations, terrible persecutions and 
intense sulTerings. But there are 
inspiring records of faith and 
courage on the part of those who 
ICared to stand for their convictions 
and resist the powers that sought 
to corrupt and paganize the purity 
of the religion of Israel. 

The Books of the Maccabees, 
particularly, tell of that brave re¬ 
sistance to the Hitler-like tyrants 
and dictators of that ancient day 
who sought with ruthlessness to 
pollute popular religion with 
pagan ideas and practices. That 
the true faith of Israel was pre¬ 
served is evident in the remnant 
of noble and faithful souls in the 
time of Christ, like Simeon “wait¬ 
ing for the consolation of Israel." 

But the faith was preserved at 
terrific cost. In the persecutions, 
1800 Pharisees, then the sect of the 
.most earnest and sincere, were 
I crucified in one day. 
j Yet the faith survived, and 
llsrael has survived. The land of 
tragedy and glory is a land of 
tragedy again. What will the fu¬ 
ture bring forth? We may well 
say, “Pray for the peace of Jeru¬ 
salem; they shall prosper that love 
thee.”—(Psalm 122:6.)
